Grab Nobel Medals 


STOCKHOLM - <UPD - Two sci­ 
entists from England and Austra­ 
lia won the 1960 Nobel Prise for 
Medicine and Physiology yesterday 
for their work

“ immunity barrier" so human o r 
gans may be transplanted f r o m 
one person to another. 
The scientists were Prof. Peter 
Brian M edawar of L o n d o n and 
Sir Frank M acFarlane Burnet of 
Melbourne. They will sh are prize 
money of $43,625. 


BOTH MEDAWAR and Burnet 
are fam iliar in American academ 
ic circles. Medawar

at

H arvard Medical School in 1944, at 
John Hopkins University in 1950 
and Vanderbilt University in 1958.

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Proposition No. 1-Yes 
The SUte Water Plan, appropriately 
termed Proposition No. 1 on the No- 
\ ember ballot, is the most important of 
all the proposals now before the voters, 
and tne moat expensive. After much 
soul searching, some 75 cities, counties, 
water districts, have joined with the 
state and other chambers of commerce, 
labor unions, farm groups, water ex­ 
perts and engineers in endorsing the 
proposal. And, after some soul search­ 
ing also, The Desert Sun joins in rec­ 
ommending a ‘•Yes” vote on Proposition 
One. • 
This proposition would authorize the 
State to issue $1.75 billion in bonds to 
meet the costs of the first sUges of a 
state-wide water program estimated to 
cost eventually $15 billion to $18 bil­ 
lion. While these bonds are general ob­ 
ligation bonds, in that they are backed 
by the general fund of the state, they 
call for repayment of principal and in­ 
terest from the revenues to be generat­ 
ed by the beneficial users of the pro­ 
gram. Only in the case of deficit can the 
general funds be drawn upon, and then 
the withdrawal becomes a loan to be 
repaid with interest. 
The whole plan is the result of some 
nine years of study and hassle in the 
Legislature. Admittedly, it is not per­ 
fect But it is probably the best compro­ 
mise which can be offeied now, and 


time is of th e essence. 
Rejection now could very possibly re­ 
sult in a n o th e r four to eight yeais delay 
before a n o th e r proposal could be evolv­ 
ed. C alifo rn ia cannot wait another 
eight years. 
S trip p ed of all the excess verbiage 
and em otion, the problem which this 
p ro p o sitio n seek s to solve is basically 
sim ple. 
It’s the problem presented by the fact 
that while California has ample water 
within its borders, it doesn’t have the 
water where it needs the water. 
Two thirds of the sUte’s water is 
above the Tehachapls. Two thirds of 
the need is south of the Tehachapis. 
Thus, while the need for water daily 
grows more acute in Southern Califor­ 
nia. much of Northern California's wa­ 
ter flows unused into the Pacific Ocean. 
The solution then becomes to create 
and finance a huge program of storage 
and distribution, designed to get the 
water where it's needed. Proposition 
No. 1 sets out to accomplish the first 
big step of that eventual 25 year pro­ 
gram. 
Its a big job and the thinking has to 
be big. It s not ideal, but neither is any 
governmental program. To wait for per­ 
fection in government is to arrive at 
anarchy. 
Let’s get the show on the road with 
a "Yes’’ vote on Proposition One.

We squeezed by the barber 
chairs and went up to the hall. 
There was a small capoeira 
orchestra - this ballet type 
fighting is a stylized thing done 
to a chanting African music. 
THE INSTRUMENT is I bin 
inbau. It is a five-foot wooden 
bow with a single steel string 
• arame de aco» strung on it like 
a bow stnng. 
This bow string is plucked and 
struck with a small stick <th# 
vaqueta*. 
AS HE STRIKES IT. the play­ 
er holds in the same hand a 
box of seeds that make a rat­ 
tling sound <Lhe caixl). The bow 
has a gourd attached to one 
end (the cabaca*. It seems to 
act as a sound box. 
As he strikes the string, the 
birinbau player uses his bow • 
holding hand to press a large 
copper coin against the string. 
It changes the note. Something 
like the way the steel make# 
the notes on a Hawaiian steel 
guitar. 
IT IS NOT VERY musical But 
h has a samba beat and the 
players chant a little song as 
they play:

The capoeira attacker puts his 
hands on the ground and lashes 
out with his feet.

As though 
the ballet says: "This is the 
way it is done. If it were fast 
and in earnest, this is the way 
we would fight to the death.”

GARDENING IN THE DESERT 


All Nightblooming 
Plants Not Alike 


We have received many inquir­ 
ies anent Nightblooming Jasmine. 
Nightblooming Cereus has occa­ 
sionally been pointed out to us 
as Jasmine; actually it ie an en­ 
tire plant whose b l o o m is con­ 
fined to but one display a year. 
The true Nightblooming Jasmine 
owes its origin to the West Indies 
and boasts of a family of 150 
species. 
Long after sundown ita star-like 
blooms open and emit a pleasant 
aroma that permeates the atmos­ 
phere for yards around. It is un­ 
wise to root this plant too near a 
bedroom or living room , window. 
Ita aroma. If indulged in for a 
langthy period might b e c o m e 
nauseating to some people. After 
ita blooming berries appear in their 
stead, these may be used to add 
an unusual note to your indoor 
bouquets. 


A FEW WORDS TO Mr Ama 
teur Gardener anent Rose Culture; 
preparation of soil, etc.. m i g h t 
come in handy. Preparation of 
basins for roses is very important, 
if your sandy soil has no stones 
that have to be eliminated y o n 
may consider yourself lucky. 
First, dig a basin about eight 
inches or even ten inches, soak it 
two or three times, and after the 
water has leeched through put e 
bed of wetted peatmoss and leaf 
mold at the bottom. The reason of 
this mixture is to materially les­ 
sen the leaching of water, thereby 
maintaining a damp bed around 
the planted roots when they are 
surrounded by soil, 
surrounded by soil. 


WHEN ORDERING roses from 
your nurseryman — don’t order 
too many, leave room for s o m e 
bare root roses in January —have 
him cut the sides of the cans so 
you will be able to handle t h e 
roots without disturbing the soil 
in which they have grown. After 
tratwp!ant:ng the roses from the 
con to their new homes fill in 
around the rooted rose with pre­ 
pared soil, temping it solid all the 
time while the water la slowly 
feeding the basin. 
If these instructions are followed 
there should be no gap. Don't be 
in a hurry to spread any fertiliser 
for at least three weeks; a layer 


of wotted peatmoss for lessening 
evaporation is about ell you'll need 
together with tM water When this 
period is o v e r a good rose food 
should be sprsdd slightly below 
the surface snd four inches sway 
from the main trunk. A very slight 
sprinkle of Iron Sulphate is helpful. 


i f YOU CONTEMPLATE using 
the bare root rosos that will bo 
available in January and early 
February dig a fairly deep bed in 
which to, prepare the soil. Peat­ 
moss. humus or steer manure 
mixed in your own soil and re­ 
ligiously dampened every t w o 
days for the next six weeks should 
suffice. 
The bud union of roses should 
never be out of sight. If it is about 
half covered there is little to worry 
about but the bud unions should be 
slightly above the soil. 
Now that the thermometers are 
staying wall below the 100 mark 
our water biHs should be going 
lower and lower, for which we are 
duly thankful. By the way, when 
feeding roses a cupful to each 
plant is sufficient.
